Hollywood, Oct. 13. 


Bob Hope, a rollicking, irrepress- 
ible guy who can be as serious as 
rat poison when the occasion war- 
ents, is back in town and still rav- 
ing about what he terms the most 
‘unforgettable’ weeks he spent giving 
Army shows in Alaska, with Fran- 
ces Langford, Jerry Colonna and 
Tony Romano. And he wasn’t even 
thinking of, let alone mentioning, 
one memorable five minutes in the 
air when the pilot grimly told the 
awed troupers :o get ready to bale 
out—over a most fearsome, desolate 
waste of crag «nd fjord and cranny. 
Somebody else told about that. 

Hope, in a gush of words, was 
too busy telling of other things he 
considered more important about 
this 16,000-mile trip in two and a 
half weeks. The fact, for instance, 
that the soldiers were so genuinely 
enthused; that to Frances Langford 
went the distinction of being the first 
white woman ever to reach Cold 
Bay in the Aleutians: and that four 
people, bringing with them what 
they honestly felt to be so pitifully 
little, could and did manage to gen- 
erate so much enthusiasm among so 
many lonely soldiers, stationed in 
this stark outpost on the rim of the 
world. 

‘I wouldn’t trade the trip for my 
last five years in the show business,’ 


ope says, then adds, ‘My lucky 
years. 
‘The boys were so appreciative, 


they made you feel humble. There 
they were—guys doing a tough job 
at $50 a month, standing and cheer- 
ing four people who, after all, were 
only giving what they could readily 
spare, time and talent. By gad, we 
felt like cheering right back at them. 

‘For they were guys who came 
crawling out of fox holes, with mud 
in their eye and beards on their 
chins. They were slogging through 
their jobs, day after day and week 
after week, uncomplainingly and, in 
fact, with high, good humor though 
they had no way of knowing wheth- 
er or not civilization had forgotten 
them. 

‘That’s our job — emphatically 
mine—from now on. To point up 
the necessity and importance of 
showing our boys in these desolate 
outposts that they are not forgotten 
by those at home. I’m going back 
there in January, and I mean to take 
everything with m@® that they think 
they need.

Kenzie loaded his camera and prepared to take pictures, but ‘nothing 
happened after an hour or so the all-clear was sounded . . . an un- 
identified plane was later identified as friendly.’ 

Eddy asked, ‘They had that (false alarm) at Midway, too?’ McKenzie 
replied, as audience laughed, ‘Yes.’ Several days later, Ford moved to 
the powerhouse, the tallest building on the island. When the next alarm 
isounded, it was the real thing. Accordingly, McKenzie went up to the 
|roof to photo the battle. He explained to Miss Connor that the ‘jumpi- 
|ness’ of the picture in spots was due to the jolting of the camera in his 
hands by bomb explosions. McKenzie said he would welcome battle action 
again. Eddy, who urged listeners to see ‘Midway Island,’ thanked the 
photographer for ‘giving us the opportunity of seeing what the headlines 
mean in the terms of the boys themselves.’

All Warner exchanges, which, like 
those of other distribs, are losing 
men fast to the armed services, have 
been advised by the homeoffice that 
in making replacements no one is to 
be taken on who is now working in 
an essential industry unless such a 
person first obtains a ‘certificate of 
separation’ from the U. S. Employ- 
ment Service. Other industries have 
also adopted a similar practice. 

Not known that any other dis- 
tributor or local exchanges, indies or 
otherwise, have taken such action. 

Women are replacing men in ex- 
changes where they can be fitted into 
vacated jobs but none has taken to 
the road as salesmen, as far as can 
be jearned. Quite a number are ai- 
ready with various branches.

Duplication of publicity matter 
and stills to many members of the 
staff of the same paper is causing re- 
sentment by motion picture editors. 
They feel the film companies are 
wasting paper and manpower at a 
time when all of the country’s ma- 
terial and labor resources should be 
conserved. 

Otherwise, press departments of 
the major studios and distribs ap- 
pear to be doing a pretty good job. 

That’s the opinion arrived at by 
‘Variety’ following a survey of 
motion picture editors of New York 
dailies. Number of other ‘surveys’ 
have been launched by studios and 
indie flackeries in an endeavor to 
make publicity more perfectly fit the 
times. Results so far have been 
pretty indeterminate, which led to 
the ‘Variety’ soundings in New York. 

It quickly became evident why the 
other surveys left conclusions so far 
up in the air. No two of the editors 
agree on what’s good or what’s bad 
in the day-to-day press releases 
which swamp their desks. What one 
editor likes, another resents as waste, 
while what the second guy sez is just 
what he needs, the first has no use 
for at all. So what’s a poor p.a. 
gonna do? 

Agree on What They Don’t Want 

Virtually every one of the editors 
was caustic and critical about hand- 
outs and film press-agentry in gen- 
eral, yet they didn’t agree on what 
| they didn’t like. It appears that the 
drumbeaters, although they are giv- 





ing each editor some things he 
like, are also giving him 


some things he does. Net result is 
that every editor finds some useful 
stuff—even if it’s only a minor per- 
| centage—in the run-of-the-mill re- 
Only by studying each paper 
and writing an especially-prepared 
| release for each one could the press 
| departments do a better overall job 
| than is now accomplished on a mass- 
| production basis. 

Only two points on which the eds 
agree are the duplication and the 
|fact that releases are rather well 
| written, despite the uselessness of 
much of their content.

Insurgent NW Indies So

Minneapolis, Oct. 13. 

Independent exhibitors in the ter- 
ritory are complaining that distribu- 
tors have become ‘more high handed 
than ever’ and have adopted ‘a take- 
it-or-leave-it’ attitude, actually acting 
as though they were doing the thea- 
tre-owner a favor when they sell 
him product. The branch manager 
and salesmen’s ‘independent attitude’ 
has exhibitors up in arms, 


Some of the branch managers ad- 
mit they’re ‘laying down the law’ to 
‘certain exhibitors who have gotten 
away with murder,’ but who now 
must pay a ‘fair’ price for what they 
buy. They deny, however, that they 
generally have become ‘harder- 
boiled.’ 

Leading exhibitors here says

distributors’ claims that anybody ever 
has ‘stolen’ pictures are called ridicu- 
lous.

Most of the branch managers deny 
that the territory’s independent ex- 
hibitors are resisting present new- 
season terms and refusing to buy, 
They claim very satisfactory busi- 
ness. W.C. Gehring, 20th-Fox west- 
ern sales manager, asserted his com- 
pany’s sales in this territory are run- 
ning ‘far ahead of last year.’ 

Twin City independents have been 
hot and bothered over rumors that 
Fox, for the first time in recent 
years, would demand percentage for 
certain pictures in later groups in 
the Minneapolis and St. Paul area. 
Gehring pointed out that the initial 
groups contain no percentage pic- 
tures. Sales policies for subsequent 
blocks will be formulated when the 
proper time arrives and with due 
consideration of all the  circum- 
stances, he said. ‘We'll cross our 
bridges one at a time when we come 
to them,’ declared Gehring.

Cemented Insteps Keep Alive Memories 
Of Pic Stars Who Flickered and Faded

Hollywood, Oct. 13. 


‘Lives of great men all remind us; 
(tya, ta da, ta ta, ta DA!) And, de- 
parting, leave behind us — 

Quite so—footprints in the fore- 
court of Grauman’s Chinese theatre, 
which promenade not infrequently, 
seem made of wax instead of con- 
crete, at least insofar as the endur- 
ing quality of the footprinters’ pro- 
fessional prestige is concerned. Any- 
how, the pedic impressions remain, 
but what of the people who make 
them? 





In some cases, this seems one of 
those questions that’s more readily 
answered by asking another: What 
becomes of old razor blades? 

Five fresh sets—feet, not blades— 
went into the ‘soup’ on the sidewalk 
last week, the enamored subjects be- 
ing Edward G. Robinson, Charles 
Laughton, Rita Hayworth, Henry 
Fonda and Charles Boyer. They 
formed a sort of mass-submersion 
group, the largest ever to be in- 
stepped here; and they brought the 
heel-and-toe total for 15 years up to 
75 prints, duly and_= scrupulously 
etched into the concrete and left for 
posterity—also for the awed gaze of 
gaping rustics. 

Fortysix of the 75 are still active 
on picture lots, if not on picture 
marquees, which is not bad, con- 
sidering. the current death rate— 
professional and actual. And not 
really good, considering that the list 
inchides a number of ‘recentlies’ who 
by elapsed time, are bound to be 
up there in the chips. In fact, the 
Grauman records definitely prove 
that footprinting in the forecourt is 
largely a modern antic, the figures 
showing that, whereas only 18 prints 
appeared in the first seven years at 
the theatre, there were 57 made in 
its last eight years—an increase of 
more than 200% over the first half 
of the theatre’s history.

So Declares NBC’s Cahill as Two Major Networks 
Attack FCC ‘Usurpation’ Before Federal Court— 


Court Reserves Judgment

"The legal right of the Federal 
Communications Commission to reg- 
ulate chain broadcasting is now be- 
ing mulled by a special statutory 
court of three federal judges. After 
counsel for NBC and Columbia had 
last Thursday (8) assailed the com- 
mission as seeking to extend its pow- 
er and suppress competition by 
means of a ‘manufactured set of 
questionable principles,’ the court 
reserved decision. The judges con- 
sist of Learned Hand, Henry W. 
Goddard and John Bright. 

The brunt of the legal attack for 
the networks was carried by John 
T. Cahill, representing NBC and for- 
nc: U. S. district attorney in New 
York. Cahill described the FCC as 
attempting to administer the anti- 
trust laws, assert powers which the 
congress had never intended to give 
it and to bring chaos to the broad- 
casting industry by abolishing the 
practice of option time. The elimi- 
nation of options, he argued, would 
create a monopolistic super-network 
since advertisers would then be free 
to pick out the largest stations from 
each network and form their own 
hookup. 

Charles R. Denny, the FCC’s gen- 
eral counsel, held that the commis- 
sion was within its jurisdiction on 
the option time question and that it 
felt that the elimination of options 
would have the effect of increasing 
competition. Denny asked that the 
networks’ application for an injunc- 
tion be dismissed.

James L. Fly Admits to Con- 
gressional Committee Our 
Immigrant Radio Program 
Situation Has Never Been 
Adequately Policed—FBI 
Overburdened Because of 
War 


SPY USE FEARED 


Washington, Oct. 13. 

A committee of the House of 
Representatives last week heard 
James L. Fly, chairman of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
cite ‘startling reports’ of espionage 
via radio as a reason for Congress 
voting additional funds for policing 
the airwaves. Fly put into the rec- 
ord hints that unknown persons op- 
erating through radio programs may 
have used price mentions, purpose- 
ful grammatical errors and other 
‘code’ to signal submarines or enemy 
agents generally. Fly’s remarks 
were the first official revelations of 
rumors that were rife last winter 
and spring and concerning which 
dozens of persons in the broadcast- 
ing trade have been interviewed by 
G-men of various classes. 

Fly said that the FCC plans to 
undertake a large scale and inten- 
sive investigation into the personnel 
of international broadcast stations 
and domestic foreign language sta- 
tions. He said it was essential in the 
furtherance of this country’s anti- 
Axis propaganda efforts that a thor- 
ough inquiry be made into the per- 
sonnel of these broadcasters ‘in or- 
der to head off any possible enemy 
activity or half-hearted cooperation 
in this vital field.’ 

The importance of a complete 
check on the personnel of interna- 
tional broadcast stations seemed 
clear, the FCC chairman said. 

‘I regret,’ he asserted, ‘that neither 
of these jobs has been done with any 
degree of thoroughness. The assist- 
ance of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation has been sought for the 
conduct of these investigations but 
the Commission has been informed 
that, because of the already heavy 
burden upon the Bureau's person- 
nel, it will be unable to assume these 
additional tasks.’

Bud Abbott and Lou Costello have 
achieved one of show business’ most 
yemarkable ascents from compara- 
tive obscurity to national fame and 
fortune in three entertainment 
media, radio, films and_ theatres. 
From the period of their first initial 
preaks via Ted Collins on the Kate 
Smith program to their present posi- 
tion as Universal Pictures’ comedy 
sockeroos and now as Camel radio 
stars there have elapsed all told only 
a couple of years. It seems probable 
that this new radio series will 
further assure their following and 
success. 

The pair have developed a rowdy 
kind of slapstick which writers Don 
Prindle and John Grant, and pro- 
ducers Howard Harris and Marty 
Gosch, have, in this instance, ex- 
ploited for entertainment that is 
loud, corny, vivid in mental pic- 
tures, simple in meaning and dis- 
armingly good-natured. Above all 
the figure of Lou Costello is that of 
an incorrigibly naughty fat boy with 
justy lungs and a constant boiling 

oint. Yet underneath he is a kind- 
hearted numbskull. He manages to 
be boisterous without being a boor, 
a long-reacher after laughs but not 
an awkward muscle-strainer. Less 
evident, but not less skillful, is the 
art of Bud Abbott, the straightman, 
who is the perfect containing vessel 
for the seltzer-like upsurges of the 
volatile chubby fellow.

Recording company executives yesterday (Tuesday) stated 
that the situation was now as ever out of their hands, since the 
American Federation of Musicians had no issue with them and 
that it would be impossible for them to resume the use of mu- 
siciaus until the broadcasters and the jukebox people had 
worked out something with Petrillo. The one hope remaining 
in these quarters was that the proposed Senate investigation of 
Petrillo might lead’ to relief legislation and even this was re- 
garded as a most slender thread since the American Federation 
of Labor at its current Toronto convention had not only come 
out in support of Petrillo but attacked Thurman Arnold's anti- 
trust efforts against organized labor.

BYRON GAY LOSES PART 
OF HIS ‘VAMP’ ARGUMENT 


Byron Gay, songwriter, last week 
received a partial setback in the 
$450,000 damage suit that he had 
filed against Leo Feist, Inc., the Rob- 
bins Music Corp., Will Rossiter and 
20th Century Fox in connection with 
an old hit of his, ‘The Vamp.’ Justice 
Carroll G. Walker in the N. Y. su- 
preme court dismissed that portion 
of the action which alleged an un- 
authorized use of the song in the 
filmusical, ‘Rose of Washington 
Square.’ 

The number was originally pub- 
lished in 1919 by Will Rossiter and in 
1919 that publisher sold it to Feist 
for $35,000. After Robbins, the hold- 
ing company for Feist, had licensed 
‘The Vamp’ to 20th Century Gay 
brought suit charging that the rights 
he had granted Rossiter were limited 
to publications and phonograph rec- 
ords and stating that he (Gay) had 
; reserved all other rights to himself. 
| Also that Rossiter had held the copy- 
right in trust for him (Gay) and that 
he had no right to transfer it to 
Feist. 

Justice Walter in his decision said 
that it appeared to him that Gay was 
seeking damage, not for any breach 
of contracts he had made with the 
defendants but for the unauthorized 
use of a copyrighted composition. 
That was something, the judge added, 
outside the jurisdiction of the state 
court. The dismissal of this particu- 
lar cause of action had been asked 
by Julian T. Abeles, Robbins’ coun- 
sel. 

The question now to be settled by 
the court as far as Gay’s suit is con- 
cerned is whether Rossiter had 
breached Gay’s contract by virtue of 
the deal Rossiter made with Feist.

PUBS HARD PUT 
FOR RATINGS 
SYSTEM 


The publisher section on the 
ASCAP board of directors, which 
also functions as a publiskers’ classi- 
fication committee, is experiencing 
much difficulty in even arriving at 
a set of principles on which to base 
their revamping of availability rat- 
ings. No two of the 12 men on the 
committee are in agreement on a 


yardstick, and the discussions on the 
subject, which are held weekly, have 
been enshrouded in a multitude of 
new theories and concepts. 

Availability is one of the quotients 
used to determine a publisher mem- 
ber’s share of the royalty. It counts 
for 30%, while performances figure 
55% and seniority of membership 
counts for 15%. The purpose of avail- 
ability is to give publishers credit for 
the relative value of their catalogs to 
the Society’s repertoire. 

It has long been the impression 
among pub members that this evalu- 
ation applies strictly to numbers that 
have had their initial flush of ex- 
ploited popularity, and then, after the 
passage of a year or two, become 
accepted as part of American music- 
lore. Among the new theories that 
have popped up in the committee 
meetings is one that holds that the 
valuation yardstick should be applied 
to the quality of a publisher’s current 
tunes. It is also argued that avail- 
ability should take into consideration 
the number of songs put out by a 
publisher annually. 


Another factor that is making it 
difficult for the committee to get 
started on the task of revising the | 


entire list of member availabilities is

The quarterly dividends of 
ASCAP’s Class AA writers continue 
to go down, even though the total 
royalty distributions this year have 
been equal to, if not greater, than 
they were in 1941. The double A 
members, along with the others, got 
their ASCAP checks this week for 
the quarter ending Sept. 30, and the 
average payoff for this class this time 
was $2,400. For the same quarter of 
1941 the divvy for Class AA was 
$3,400. The second quarter of 1942 
(ended June 30) brought the average 
double A $2,900. 

The progressive reduction of the 
shares going to the Society’s upper 
writer brackets has been due to two 
causes: (1) over 250 new members 
have joined the Society within the 
past 18 months and (2) tke writers 
classification committee has for the 
past year been raising the ratings of 
many in the lower brackets without 
reducing the classifications of those 
already in the upper strata. A couple 
years ago a double A’s quarterly 
share figured as much as $4,000. 

The total distribution for writers 
and publishers for the quarter ended 
Sept. 30, 1942, was $1,056,000. The 
divvy for the parallel period of 1941, 
which represented an all-time quar- 
terly record, was $1,118,000. 

The accumulative distribution for 
the initial three quarters of this 
year is $3,106,000. 


Boston Judge Mulling Case;

In addition, 
there are agents’ commissions de- 
ducted from performers’ salary 
checks and not paid. 

When Charlie Hepp closed his 
Harry’s New Yorker, which he pre- 
viously operated, performers were 
all paid, although numerous trades- 
folk were left holding bag. This cir- 
cumstance and his other previous 
good conduct led AGVA officials to 
waive two-week guarantee, when it 
was made plain that Hepp and his 
associate, Dave Branower, did not 
have the wherewithal to advance it. 

Rainbow Gardens opened with 
two strikes against it. What critics 
called bad show, poor management, 
restricted use of cabs to places of 
amusement ali played a part in keep- 
ing nitery pleasure-seekers away. 

Opening night, the Garden’s mike 
system was very bad. Although 
later corrected, dissatisfaction of 
first audience spread word around, 
which didn’t do place any good. 

Hepp also cut down sharply on 
newspaper advertising, with result 
he didn’t get the ballyhoo needed to 
fill his huge rendezvous. 

Last week, Hepp stated he was go- 
ing to St. Louis to try and bring in 
Sally Rand as a headliner for revised 
edition of show, under supposition 
that a ‘name’ attraction might pull 
restaurant out of slough. However 
deal was not consummated. 





Conservation of Tires 


Shuts Ohio Night Club, 
Dodging Gambling Quiz 


Cleveland, Oct. 13. 

Uncle Sam’s drive to conserve 
tires indirectly struck a death blow 
at the Arrow Club, largest nitery in 
Northern Ohio, which survived in- 
numerable onslaughts from the local 
John Laws, who tried to close it for 
gambling violations in the last five 
years. 

Owners stored the club’s keno 
tables that could accommodate 3,000 
customers nightly, discharged staff 
and hastily closed the spot last Sat- 
urday (10). By doing so, they deftly 
dodged a grand jury investigation 
which Governor John W. Bricker of 
Ohio threatened to call if the sher- 
iff of adjoining Geauga County 
didn’t clamp down on the elaborate 
joint, 

As a rule, the Ohio governor fol- 
lows a rule of not interfering with 
legal authorities in various coun- 
ties, allowing them to solve their 
own headaches. Radical reversal of 
policy was inspired from severe 
Criticism by the Federal Office of 
Jefense Transportation, which caus- 
tically pointed out that the Arrow 
Club was encouraging people to burn 
up valuable tires needed for war 
effort purposes. Amount of rubber 
Wasted by gambling clients on long 
motor trips to the club, it was de- 
clared by a federal official, was 
enough to supply a fleet of army 
trucks with new tires. 

Other clubs are being investigated 
for similar purposes,

Renaissance of Greenwich Village 
cafe business is another wartime 
evolution. This upbeat, which is 
rapidly approaching the heyday of 
the Prohibition era, is tied in with 
the freer spending and influx of 
thousands every weekend from 
nearby war manufacturing com- 
munities. Addition of more gridiron 
contests in N. Y. this year also is at- 
tracting many, because the Village 
always has been favored by the 
collegiate crowd. More or less in the 
doldrums for years, current uptrend 
is all the more outstanding now that 
it's here. 

Part of crowd which has _ re- 
discovered the Village stems from 
the situation in midtown Manhattan 
which finds Broadway and nearby 
night club areas hitting the satura- 
tion point in seating capacity. High 
prices charged at many uptown spots 
also is viewed as a _ contributing 
factor, visitors figuring (though not 
always rightly) that anything would 
be an improvement over the Broad- 
way tap and cramped space. 

Aura of Greenwich Village and its 
free-and-easy spirit of camaraderie 
also is proving a natural for the 
spending mob bent on having a fling. 
This is all reflected in capacity trade 
at the better known Village night 
clubs. In some spots, it is a battle to 
get a table over the weekend while 
hear-capacity or SRO is the rule 
even in midweek at others. 

This upbeat naturally is being re- 
fiected in better and larger shows. 
Greenwich Village Inn, one of the 
largest spots, has a real production,

Bob Allen’s comparatively small 
pand, which only a few short weeks 
ago was completing a long stay at 
the Pelham Heath Inn on the out- 
skirts of N. Y., is getting its major 
opportunity at this room, one of the 
most coveted prestige bookings in 
the country. Allen was playing the 
Roseland. Ballroom, N. Y., when 
Glenn Miller was granted a spot in the 
Army Specialist Corps, thereby leav- 
ing his annual October-to-January 
stretch in the Cafe Rouge wide open. 
Allen got the break, and only time 
will tell whether it’s a make-or- 
break proposition. After all, Allen’s 
comparatively unknown and _ he’s 
bucking Benny Goodman at_ the 
nearby New Yorker, Harry James at 
the Lincoln, Alvino Rey at the Astor, 
Vaughn Monroe at the Commodore 
and Guy Lombardo at the Roosevelt. 

Allen's three trumpet, two trom- 
bone, five sax and four rhythm com- 
bination surprised many people at 
the opening.

Unions Indicate They'll Classify 
aude-Revues With Choruses As Legit

Joint board of theatre craft unions, 
formed for the principal purpose of 
classifying vaude-revues which have 
been entering Broadway legit thea- 
tres, has virtually decided that any 
such show with a line of girls shall 
be regarded as legit so far as union 
regulations are concerned. If that 
idea is conformed to it would 
mean that these shows will have to 
be on an eight-performance weekly 
basis, extra performances calling for 
pro rata additional pay. 

General idea is that, whatever the 
final rulings may be, they shall not | 
be retroactive. Despite that, the| 
stagehands came forth with a ruling 
from its board classing ‘Show Time,’ 
Broadhurst, as a legiter. League of 
New York Theatres protested, and 
asked that the question be placed to 
a vote before the whole membership 
of the N. Y. local. Curious angle is 
that ‘Show Time’ (George Jessel) is 
really a straight vaude show, where- 
as the last “Priorities,” which closed | 

the 46th Street Sunday night (11), 
had a girl line. 

Unionists point out that if a vaude- 
revue outfit’ rehearses for weeks it | 
takes on the atmosphere of a revue. 
They further argued that vaudeville, 


as known heretofore, called for no | 


such preparation, acts reporting at 
the theatre on the morning of the 
opening day, turning over their 
music to the orchestra leader and, 
after a bit of instruction, being as- 
signed to dressing rooms. They also 
state that in vaudeville shows actors 
make but one appearance, whereas in 
some of the vaude-revues the same 
people appear two or three times. 
However, the Palace, N. Y., frequent- 
ly used afterpieces in which the top 
acts* made a second appearance. 


If the vaude-revues are termed | 
legit, they would come within the 
state Sunday law, which makes it 


mandatory for shows of that type to | 


lay off 24 hours each week. It would 


be another reason why showmen 
should amend the statute, regarded 
as discriminatory as all other thea- 
tre attractions are on a seven-day 
basis.

Chicago, Oct. 13. 

Over 75% of the nearly 500 state 
and county fairs playing the nation 
have been called off for next season 
as transportation and personnel 
problems become increasingly diffi- 

lt. 

“Out of 220 carnivals that went out 
last year, barely 10% are expected 
to get out next season. In fact, with 
conditions as they are, it is doubtful 
if most of them will get back to their 
home base. 

Rubin and Cherry Shows, which 
have always wintered in Birming- 
ham, but have been playing about 
ié6 excellent weeks of biz in and 
around Chicago, are all loaded and 
packed for their return home, but 
find it impossible to get out of town. 

Most of the carnivals now touring 
the south, around Georgia, Alabama, 
Kentucky and adjacent states, are 
a'so faced with the serious problem 
of being unable to get home again. 


Completely stymied as to transporta- | 


tion, they face prospect of spending 
the winter where they are. 

Practically all carnivals have en- 
joyed a very big season wherever 
they played. Partial exception was 
midwest, where rainy and inclement 
weather knocked out several days 
out of every seven. 

Carnival owners have made re- 
peated trips to Washington to enlist 
Government aid in getting them 
back home. They got nowhere, being 
given no answer to their present 
problem or anything to expect for 
next year.
